It not only cleanſeth the Guts from ſilth, but 
alſo clarifies the Liver, and preſerves the blood 
from putrifaction. 

4. Melancholly, 

The Pelanchollick humour is black and 
earthly, like to the les o2 dregs of blood, and 
hath his reſidence in the Spleen, of which one 
thus writeth. 


The Sanguine cauſeth chearfulneſs, 
Mclancholly deſperate mood. 

The Chollerick breeds churliſhneſs, 
Phlegmaticks fair and good. 

Theſe humours ſeverally reign fix hours;

A briefe diſcourſe of the natural cauſe of ayrie

DU mult firſt underſtand that there be 

four Elements, viz. Fire, ayre, water, 

and Earth; the fire is hot; and dzy, The ayre 

hot c moiſt, the water cold 4 moiſt, & the earth 

told and dꝛy. Theſe 4Elements are the {imples 

whereof allthings(under the Poon) are made, 
compounded and mixt. 

Of Clouds, 

A Cloud is a vapour cold and moiſt, drawn 
up by the heat of the Sun into the middle Ne- 
gion of the Air, where being condenſed with 
cold, they are carryed about of the u ind, and 
are oftentimes diſperſed by the ſame, tonching 
their diſtance from the Carth, the common 
opinton is, that they are never above nine 
Piles in height, others think they never er⸗ 
teed thzee, and many times they aſcend not 
above half a mile from the Earth.

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| | Of Rain. 

Rain is a cold vapour and earthly humour, 
drawn f2om the Earth by the vertue of the 
Sun and the reit of the Planets, into the 
middle Region of the Air, where by the ex: 
tremity of cold it is thickned into the body al 
a Cloud, which the Wind d21ving bcfoze it, 
it doth diſolve and fall upon the Earth, Am 
here you are to note, that the great diſtance of 
the Clouds from the Carth, and the ſmall heat 
that diſlol ves them, cauſcth (mall d2pps ; but 
if it be diſſolved with g2eat heat, oꝛ elſe be 0 
ſmall diſtance from the Garth, then are the 
dꝛops of rain the greater and mo2e vehement. 

Beſides this, there is a pꝛodigious kind of 
rain, which hath canſed matter of admirat ion 
fo the beholders ; for ſometimes with this na 
fural Rain, there hath fallen out of the Clouds 
Frogs, Fiſhes, Worms, Fle!l:, Stones, Wheat, 
Mile, Wool, Brick „ Quickiilver , and the 
like, as Hiſtozies make mention, and our own 
experience (in ſome meaſure) may info2m us.

Daow is ingend2ed of Kain, the Cloud 
congealing th2zough extremity of Cold; but 
not altogether ſo hard as hail. Pliny writeth, 
that the Hail ſoonex melts than Snow, and 
that Mail falls ofter in the day, than in the 
night.

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Of Hail, 

Hail is likewiſe ingendꝛed of Rain, which 
the exceTrve cold when the clouds diſſol ve, free⸗ 
jes the dꝛops, and congeals into Ice, where- 
by gꝛeat and irregular Stones do ſome- 
times tall on the Garth. Stow in his An- 
nals repo2ts, that in the time of E ing Henry 
the 8th, Anno 1545. there fell in Lancaſhire 
Hail-ſtones as big as mens fifts, and that 
which is moſt range, ſome were of the ſhape 
of Pens Faces, others were taſhioned like 
Gun⸗holes, &c. an no longer ago than july 
the 30. 1 662. at Ormskirk in Lancaſhire there 
was ſuch a ſtoꝛm of Hail, as bꝛake the Glaſs- 
windows, and did much hurt to the Cozn : 
Mr. Heywood the Piniſter mcacured a Hail⸗ 
ſtone after ſome of it was waſted, and found 
it four inches about, others being judged gꝛea⸗ 
ker. 

Of Froſt and Dew. 

Dew is a thin vapour, which thoꝛough the 
faint heat of the Bun clevating it ſelf but a 
little from the Carth, pꝛeſently at night de⸗ 
ſtendeth again, which in the Spꝛing time is 
called Dew; but in the Winter by mcans 
of Cold being congealed, is called Froſt.
